AN ACT Relating to integrated pest managenent; and anending RCW
17.15.010, 17.15.020, and 17.15. 040.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

Sec. 1. RCW17.15.010 and 1997 ¢ 357 s 2 are each anended to read
as follows:

The definitions in this section apply throughout this chapter
unl ess the context clearly requires otherw se:

(1) "Integrated pest nmanagenent” neans a coordinated decision-
maki ng and action process that uses the nost appropriate pest control

science and nethods ((and—strategy—+HA—an—envi+ronrentallby—and
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effeetiveness)) to produce |long-term prevention or suppression of pest

problens in a cost-effective manner with mninum inpact on human
health, the environnent, and nontarget organisns, in order to avoid
unaccept abl e damage to agency prograns and property and to the health
and welfare of the citizens of the state. The elenents of integrated
pest managenent incl ude:

(a) Preventing pest problens through sanitation, habi t at
nodi fication, cultural techniques, and other nethods;

(b) Monitoring for the presence of pests and pest danmage;

(c) Establishing the density of the pest population, that nay be
set at zero, that may be tolerated or correlated with a damage |eve
sufficient to warrant treatnent of the problem based on health, public
safety, economc, or aesthetic thresholds;

(d) Treating pest problens to reduce popul ations bel ow those |evels
established by damage thresholds with physical, nechanical, cultural,
biological, chemical, and educational nethods to keep pest organisns
nunbers | ow enough to prevent unacceptable damage. Chem cals and al
ot her pest suppression nethods used within the franework of integrated
pest nmanagenent nust be carefully evaluated for their health,
environnental, and econom ¢ consequences, and for their effectiveness
and reliability; and

(e) Evaluating the effects and efficacy of pest treatnents.

(2) "Pest" neans, but is not limted to, any insect, rodent,
nemat ode, snail, slug, weed, and any form of plant or animal |ife or
virus, except virus, bacteria, or other mcroorganisns on or in a
living person or other animal or in or on processed food or beverages
or pharmaceuticals, which is normally considered to be a pest, or which
the director of the departnent of agriculture nay declare to be a pest.

Sec. 2. RCW17.15.020 and 1997 ¢ 357 s 3 are each anended to read
as follows:

Each of the followng state agencies or institutions shal
i npl enent integrated pest managenent practices when carrying out the
agency's or institution's duties related to pest control:
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(1) The departnent of agriculture;

(2) The state noxi ous weed control board;

(3) The departnent of ecol ogy;

(4) The departnent of health;

(5) The departnent of fish and wldlife;

((65)Y)) (6) The departnment of transportation;

((66)Y)) (7) The parks and recreation conmm ssion;

((A)) (8) The departnment of natural resources;

((8))) (9) The departnent of corrections;

((69Y)) (10) The departnent of general admnistration; and

((28)y)) (11) Each state institution of higher education, for the
institution's own building and grounds mai nt enance.

Sec. 3. RCW17.15.040 and 1997 ¢ 357 s 5 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) The interagency integrated pest managenment coordinating
committee is created. The committee is conposed of the integrated pest
managenent coordi nator from each agency or institution |isted under RCW
17.15. 020 and the representatives designated under RCW 17.15.030. The
coordinator fromthe departnent of ((agreutture)) health shall serve
as chair of the commttee.

(2) The interagency integrated pest nanagenent coordinating
commttee shall share information anong the state agencies and
institutions and facilitate interagency coordination.

(3) The interagency integrated pest nanagenent coordinating
commttee shall neet at least two tines a year. Al neetings of the
commttee nust be open to the public. The conmttee shall give public
notice of each neeting, and nmake sunmmaries of each neeting available to
the public.

(4) By Novenber 30th of each odd-nunbered year ((up—to—and
rreluding—Noverber—30th—2001)), the departnent of ((agHeubture))
health, with the advice of the interagency integrated pest nmanagenent
coordinating commttee, shall prepare a report on the progress of
integrated pest nmanagenent prograns. The report is to be nmade

avai l able through the state library and ((placed—oen—thetegistative
alert—st)) the departnent of health's electronic web site.
